This will acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of July 17th, 1968. 

I have had extensive contact with militant 
right-vtfing organizations in this area, especially a 
group of self-styled Minutemen who had close ties with 
the American Nazi Party and the National States 
Rights Party. 

This group was responsible for the bombing 
of the home of the Editor of the Miami Herald in 1962 
and had threatened to assassinate me and other prominent 
persons of the Jewish faith. 

I am not completely familiar with the tape 
to which you refer. May I suggest _ that _ you contact 
Lieutenant Everett Kay of the Miami Police Department, 
Intelligence Division, or Assistant Attorney General 
Seymour Gelber, c/o Attorney General's Office, 
Tallahassee, Florida. Lieutenant Kay has been, active 
in investigations of extremist organizations and Mr. 
Gelber was my Administrative Assistant who is totally 
familiar with this situation. They should be able 
to supply you with the information you need. 

I appreciate your offer of your file 
and if we have need of it I will be sure to call 
on you. p?
